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Agitation may bring on armed rebel- 
lion, but it would be difficult to sus- 
tain. For some time to come more will 
be accomplished for the enlightenment 
of India by peaceful methods than by 
war. All in all, as we said at the be- 
ginning, India probably presents the 
greatest political problem in the world 
todav. 


THE INDIAN PROBLEM 


Probably the greatest political prob- 


lem in the world today, is that of India. 
It surpasses in difficulty of solution 
that of either Russia or China, where 
the natural course of events will in 
time evolve satisfactory results. 
But 


India is a complex problem from many 
and all standpoints. It has a land area 
about a third that of the United 
States and- a population nearly three 
times' as great. It is divided up into in- 
numerable provinces and states, some 
of which are under direct British rule 
and others in what is known as a pro- 
tected area of native agencies. There 
are numerous tribes of different origin 
and speaking different languages and 
dialects. Dense ignorance prevails ev- 
erywhere and the civilizing influences 
of education, sanitation and 
modern 


conveniences have scarcely begun to 
make themselves felt. 


India is governed 
primarily 
from 


Westminster. Administration of its af- 
fairs is in the hands of the secretary of 
state for India, assisted by a council of 
from eight to 12 members, at least half 
of whom have lived in India. In India 
there is a legislature consisting of the 
governor-general 
and two chambers, 


a council of state, of whom 23 are 
elected and 27 nominated, and a leg- 
islative assembly of 104 elected mem- 
bers and 41 nominated. This legisla- 
ture has power, subject to certain re- 
strictions, to enact laws for all persons 
in British India, for all British 
sub- 


jects within other parts of India and 
for all native Indian subjects in any 
other parts of the world. The gover- 
nor-general, after specific consent ob- 
tained from the government of 
Eng- 


land, may enact measures essential to 
the safety or interests of British India 
against the wish of the council or as- 
sembly. This he has been compelled to 
do repeatedly. 
He can suspend laws 


and enact others temporarily. 
He is 


clothed with great arbitrary power. 


The government of India is declared 


by Great Britain to be based on the 
principle which has obtained in other 
colonies and dominions, namely that 
of advancing the people toward auton- 
omy and complete self-government. 
India is probably a longer way off from 
self-government than the Philippines, 
though the two problems are similar. 
Some progress has been made toward 
it, but the end is not }~et in sight. 
Whether England 
has wisely and 


beneficently 
administered her 
sov- 


ereignty over ^.adia depends upon the 
point of view. It may be upheld or it 
may be condemned. If the viewpoint is 
one of politicial 
altruism and 
theo- 


retical equality of all humankind, it 
may be criticized, but if the -viewpoint 
is practical and takes 
into account 


what is for the material, moral and 
spiritual advancement of the people of 
India, then it can well be defended. 


From time to time opposition to 


British rule crops out in the form of 
nationalist demonstrations which os- 
tensibly give expression to the popu- 
lar desire for independence. 
Lately 


this 
nationalism has been 
deeply 


aroused, with resistance to British rule 
by agitators and their followers under 
the leadership of Gandhi taking for the 
most part the form of non-cooperation. 
This is what has precipitated the pres- 
ent rather serious state of affairs and 
its dangerous possibilities. Within the 
last year and a half the viceroy at Del- 
hi, the capital, has reiterated pledges 
of ultimate 
self-government, 
stating 


that "the natural issue of India's con- 
stitutional progress is the attainment 
of a dominion status." 


It is easy to judge British policies 


in India from a distance, but such 
judgment is without understanding. 
Only first-hand knowledge of condi- 
tions there and of 
social, economic 


and political issues touching 
India's 


welfare enables one to speak with 
authority. 
There arc reasons other 


than material intercut? why England 
cannot relinquish her hold upon India. 


THE COOKING SCHOOL

this statement than the attendance at 
the free cooking school sponsored by 
the Appleton Post-Crescent.

by the home economic expert. Many of 
these women found it necessary to sac- 
rifice social engagements and 
other 


pleasures in order to attend the school. 


It is just as true today as it was 


generations ago that the "way to a 
man's heart is through his 
stomach" 


and modern women are thoroughly 
appreciative of this truism. And mod- 
ern women are just as eager to hold 
the affection and the regard of their 
men as were the women of past gen- 
erations. While the housewives of to- 
day have much more leisure time to 
pursue pleasures they are not less 
mindful of their obligations and many 
of them are using their leisure to bet- 
ter fit themselves for their jobs af 
homemakers.

FIRST U. S. NEWSPAPER 


On April 24, 1704, the Boston New Letter, the 


first 
permanent newspaper 
published in the 


United States, was first issued at Boston. The 
paper was established and published by John 
Campbell, a Scotchman, who was a bookseller 
and postmaster in Boston. 


The entire contents o£ tho first itsue con- 


sisted oC a report of the queen's speech to both 
houses of Parliament, a few articles of local in- 
terest, four short pai-agraphs of marine intflli- 
gence from New York. Philadelphia and New- 
London, and a single advertisement from 
the 


publisher himself. 


In 1719 the New Letter met with a bitter rival 


in the Boston Gazette, but with its name chang- 
ed to the Massachusetts Gazette and 
Boston 


News Letter it grew to be the chief organ of 
British rule down to the evacuation o£ Boston. 


The Xew Boston Gazette, started in 177o, had 


a different policy than .its pre.decess.or and be- 
came the voice of the people against England.

TOXINAL. POISONING IS NOT. 


TOXIC POISONING. 


Every eighth grade school girl 


knows why one should never report, 
return, refer or revert back to any- 
thing or anybody. 


For the same reasoning "toxic 


poisoning" should never occur in a 
well educated household. 


Toxic means poisonous, and if any- 


body is to be poisoned- at all it is 
pretty certain that some poison will 
be involved, just as it is safe to 
assume that a. person with pneu- 
monia has it on the lungs, whether 
the lungs arc specifically mentioned 
'as tho seat of the trouble or not. 


Toxinal 
poisoning is 
something 


else than just any kind of poisoning. 
Toxins are a distinct class or kind 
of poisons. A'toxin is a poison pro- 
duced by the life and growth o£ dis-" 
case germs; for example, diphtheria 
toxin. A ptomain, on the other hand, 
is a product of decomposition of any 
animal or vegetable matter, and such 
.decomposition or putrefaction is pro- 
duced by the 
life anct growth of 


germs which are not harmult to 
man. 
Ptomains are comparatively 


harmless to man; the only poisonous 
ptomains chemists have discovered 
are produced after putrefaction has 
advanced for a w eek or more, and 
by that time any food would be in- 
edible anyway. So "ptomain poison- 
ing''" simply doesn't happen. Toxinal 
poisoning does happen. Yet toxinal 
poisoning must not be confused with 
the too common morbid conception 
of "toxemia." Toxemia means poison 
in the blood. Toxemia happens, of

vague treatment which purports to 
"eliminate the poisons" or "purify 
and strengthen the, blood" so you 
can "throw 
off" 
the hypothetical 


poisons. 


In not a few outbreaks of alleged 


"ptomain 
poisoning" •— a 
thing 


which, remember, never really hap- 
pens—the actual poisoning proves to 
bo toxinal, to wit, botulism. 


Botulism is caused by hotulinus 


toxin, the poison produced by the 
life arid growth of the Bacillus botu- 
linus, or as it is now called Clostri- 
dium hotulinum. Both A egetable and 
animal food may become contamin- 
ated with this germ, and the growth 
and multiplication of the germ in 
the food poisons the food with the 
toxin, and this may not change tho 
appearance, odor or taste of the food 
enough to excite suspicion. The germ 


course, in toxinal poisoning 
pens, too, in poisoning by 


walls and furniture, endanger no 
rae. Even if they constituted a men- 
ace to health, no such apparatus 
could remove them. 


Lime Water. 


Kindly tell me what you think of 


;me water as a bone builder and 
is a solution for stronger teeth. I 
iave had considerable trouble with 
my teeth and have heard it said 
hat a baby should be given lots of 
ime water to insure strong teeth and 
solid bones.

Answer.—We do not know wheth- 


er the calcium of lime water can be 
utilized in nutrition. There is more 
ime in a pint of milk than in a pint 
of lime water. An afequate mineral 
content in tho diet is advisable, of 
course, but that's only one factor 
n the development of teeth and 
joncs. Adequate vitamin content is 
equally 
essential. 
These 
require- 


ments seem to be best met by a diet 
containing- liberal amounts of fresh 
eggs, fresh raw milk, cream, butter 
ind cheese, fresh 
fruits or fruit 


uices. and fresh greens and yellow 
vegetables. For young- infants, and 
for the expectant mother, a cod liver 
oil ration is also advisable, especially 
when there is little sunshine avail- 
able. Tho foods mentioned are rich 
in calcium (lime) and other necessary 
mineral elements, vitamins too. 


Immunity Against Diphtheria. 
Please tell us what you advise pa- 


tients to do about diphtheria immun- 
zation.

Answer.—I ad-vise ^hat every in- 


Cant over C months of age. be immun- 
ized. Nearly all children under 3 
years of ago arc susceptible, hence 
the Schick test is unnecessary at 
that age—they should be immunized 
regardless. One-third of all children 
from 5 to 12 years og ago are im- 
mune; so in this age the Schick 
test should be made, and only the 
children who are shown by the test 
to be susceptible should receive the 
toxin-antitoxin immunization treat- 
ment. This consists of three hypo- 
dermic injections, preferably given 
at intervals of one week. The immun- 
ity develops in from three to 'six 
months thereafter and lasts, I be- 
lieve, for a lifetime.

The Colt- 
less Hybrid dahlias are now uni- 
versally grown as annuals and. they 
are as brilliant as the

they must have plenty of water. 


The salpiglossis which often gives 


trouble is another annual that must 
iiave jts wet demands attended to 
regularly to do its best and when it 
does its best it is one of the most 
•orgeous and satisfactory of plants. 
The best snapdragons likPwise de- 
mand liberal moisture although this 
is a plant that will stand dry quar- 
ters. While they will live, the bloom 
will not be more than half the size 
it may be made to attain with good 
moisture conditions. 


Every one with an experience in 
rowing pansies knows that if they 


are going to have any success with 
them that moisture is the chief re- 
quirement and the warmer it gets 
:ho more regularly mu.'-t the pansies 
be supplied with water. They perish 


in a hurry in dry times if not well 
wateied.

Prof. "Wagner said, but evidences of 
large brooda vsere not found until 
March, 1928. 


"We now know the starling is 


widely distributed over the southern 
half of the state, and that it ig rap- 
idly extending its range northward," 
he sajs. 


The starling is unwelcome, the 


zoologist explains, because it is ir- 
ritable and ravenous. Large flocks 
will gather, fly to cities and befoul 
places where they gather, he says. 
Worse is the birds' destruction 
to 


fruit crops. Prof. "Wagner reported 
instances of starling destroying large 
acreages of cherry crops, and says 
evidences have found that the bird 
is nesting in Door county, a large 
cherry-producing area. 


"In my opinion we shall soon be 


facing a, serious condition," Prof. 
Wagner says. "I am not certain that 
we can take any adequate measure 
of protection, but we can try. We 
must begin a daily warfare on this 
unwelcome visitor, and particularly 
against his nests and young."

To control scab, black scurf, and 


black leg, Mr. Etheridge uses either 
the formaldehyde or the corrosive sub- 
limate method. The average cost of 
the formaldehyde method per bush- 
el is H cents and that of the cor- 
rosive sublimate method is three and 
eight-tenths cents. 


"It is well to treat seed potatoes 


a couple of weeks before planting 
them, and to spread the seed thinly 
on a barn floor in plenty of light," 
said Mr. Etheridge. "If this meth- 
od is followed, largo green tough 
sprouts develop that do not break 
off either in cutting or planting. 
Potato seed so handled will send up 
shoots much more quickly 
after 


planting, and will produce much bet- 
ter stands. 
The method prevents 


the rotting of seed and permits the 
grower to begin cultivating his field 
ten days earlier than is usual. Early 
cultivation is a verir important fea- 
ture of successful potato culture."

planting as well as to treat seed po- 
tatoes," said Mr. Etheridge.

us sure oE having good seed a num- 
ber of farmers are making a prac- 
tice ot setting aside a portion of 
their potato field for a seed plot in 
v.'hich only the choicest 
seed 
is 


planted, and from which the best 
tubers are selected in the fall to be 
used as seed the following spring. 
This plan i£ adopted will Tielp to pro- 
duce- b;sj jield o£ quality potatoes, 
and prevent the potatoes from run- 
ning out. 


"To get bumper yields of good 


quality potatoes it is necessary for 
the grower to plow under a crop of 
rye, sweet clover or 
soy 
beans. 


These crops supply lots of humus 
and fertilize the fiejd. 
Other effec- 


tive fertilizers are a top dressing of 
manure worked into the soil, and 
from 600 to 1,000 pounds per acre 
ot 0-12-12 commercial fertilizer. A 
few of the potato growers of Oconto- 
co have adopted all of these meth- 
ods."

hyde method while the same land of 
seed, untreated, planted in the same 
field at the same time gave him a 
very poor stand. 
In digging 
up 


some of the untreated seed pieces he 
found liny potatoes in tho place of 
the customary sprouts, or in other 
words the untreated seed pieces did 
not send sprouts to the surface in 
the usual way. 


A. B. DeCleene, near Klondike, 


found that the portion of his field 
in which treated^ seed was planted 
was free from scab, while the part 
of the field planted with untreated 
potato seed produced a large propor- 
tion of scabby potatoes. 


Hugo Delzer, town of Morgan, re- 


ports as a result of experiments with 
selected tubci-s for &eed, and bin run 
potatoes a much larger yield grown 
from the selected seed than from, the 
bin run of seed. 


A number of potato growers of 


Oconto-co are reporting that buyers 
are giving them premiums for pro- 
ducing a high quality of clean pota- 
toes, according to Mr. Etheridge. 


"In raising potatoes, it pays to 


select the best seed, treat the seed, 
fertilize the seed bed, and to cul- 
tivate often," said Mr. Btheridge.

SUPERPHOSPHATE IS 


STIMULUS TO SOIL 


Madison—Spread six to eight loads 


of stable manure on your last year's 
seeding, add 30 to 40 pounds of sup- 
er phosphate to each load and you 
will have a combination of weather 
protection and soil stimulus that will 
go far to prevent the failure of your 
crop, according to C. J. Chapman, 
soils specialist at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


The dry summer and fall of last 


year reduced the stand of last year's 
seedlngs in many localities, asserts 
Chapman. "With the addition of plant 
food at this time, a double assurance 
will be had,of a larger crop of hay 
two months from now. 


In case manure is not available 


for top dressing of soils a commer- 
cial fertilizer mixture can be used. 
In the absence of manure the heavier 
soils will justify the application of 
250 pounds of 20 per cent superphos- 
phate. In case the soil is sandy or 
marshy, Chapman recommends 250 
to 300 pounds of 0-20-20 fertilizer. 


These fertilizers should be spread 


evenly with either a' fertilizer sower 
or by hand. Some farmers use the 
wagon box attachments with consid- 
erable success. 


Ilight now is a good time to apply 


this fertilizer before the grass is any 
further advanced. The use of com- 
mercial feitihzer applied to the hay 
crop will not only increase the yield 
of hay but will improve the feeding 
quality of the hay and increase the 
mineral supply of the soil for fu- 
ture crops as well states Chapman.

Every day she slips up 
there to paint, letting the railroad 
be forgotten for a time. 


The railroad is

lett to Florence. Its equipment con- 
sists o'f five motor cars, two of which 
have locomotive attachment, 37 flat 
cars and 10 box cars. It used to run 
steam engines, but the cheaper gas- 
oline motor cars replaced them sev- 
enil years ago. 
HAULS COTTON FOB PLANTERS 


Representing a capital investment 


of $600,000, the road keeps 
busy 


and turns in revenues of from $25,- 
000 to $30,000 a year. It hauls out 
cotton for the 'planters in its vicin- 
ity, and brings in bulk freight such 
as crushed rock, cottonseed, lumber, 
coal and calcium. 


It was built by Miss 
Cronin's 


• father, the late Colonel Thomas P.

width.

They ha\ e made no mistake in 


Uiib statement, but it appears to 
oariy an implied meaning that only 
those named -will take flies. 
They 


should ha-\e gone further and in- 
cluded the Pickerel, Blue-gill, "Wall- 
e\ed Pike, Hock Bass, "White Bass, 
Strawberry Bass, Lake Trout, Land- 
locked Salmon and the Bream (one 
of many Southem fish that 
will 


take flies) 


.Ml the extra ones I have named, 


perhaps others I lia'\ e not named, 
will Etnke artificial flies. Of course, 
one must know the pioper patterns 
to use. The pickerel will take most- 


ly any large, red fly; the "Wall-eye 
in fait water, likes white and red 
colors; the Rock Bass and Strawber- 
ry Bass, most any dark fly, prefer- 
ably with a small spinner; and the 
White Bass of the "Wolf rher will 
take a gray fly and spinner made 
up in one unit. I like them die«se<! 
on Pennell eyed hooks, and about 
number four in size. 


In reference to this last 
named 


fish, they will soon be runmrg up 
the Wolf to spawn. When the plum 
trees are in blossom >ou may 
be 


faure the White Bass are running. At 
that time, hundreds of boats will be 
on the river m the vicinity of Fie- 
mont. I found better fishing how- 
ever, five miles down the nvcr at 
Ora Houle.

Wmnebago, 
their 
natural 


home, but on their way back they 
navel deep. Some are taken at this 
timo but not many, and then only by 
tl.o more expert anglers who are 
larnihar with their habits. I do not 
consider the White Bass extra good 
eating, but what they lack in edible 
qualities, is offset by the sport they 
furnish the angler who fishes for 
the enjoyment of it, rather than for 
meat.
